The new direciors, sixteen, in number, 
“were then ‘introduced to His Excellency by 
Me.’ Chan Kai’ Ming. :

On the rst day. of January, 1911, wo took 
over the management of the Hospital: from 
our predecessors. . ee hier 
. As Chairman of the Board of Directors, 
1 took:.the opportunity at our first meeting, 

. held on thé following day, to éxplain to my 
colleagues the duties and responsibilities of 
their: office, and: impressed upon them the 
‘necessity Of taking the keenest interest in all 
‘matters that would be brought before them. 

We divided ourselves into sub-Committecs, 
each ‘undertaking to do certain: work, arfd 
Tam glad)to ‘feport to"you that all the 

lirectors devoled*their umost cnergy in carry. 

: ing out the duties ‘allotted:tc-them: 

ates FINANCIAL. : 

Once- of our foremost duties was lo invest 
the cash hunded to us by our predecessors 
to the best advantage. A rough estimate of 


the income ‘and expenditure was then drawn] > 


up, and it was found that a deficit-of about 
$10,000 had to be f: We, therefore, 
decided; to retrench, «whenever practicable, 
without affecting’ the efficiency’ of the work 
of the Hospital. We. are glad to state that, 
with the proc of a theatrical, perform. 
ance, inaugurated by us sand given in the 
. Chung Hing Theatre (which will be referred 
‘to herealter), added to our efforts towards a 
proper economy, we have been able to male 
ends meet. : . 

Wé received from our predecessors a cash 
balance of $6,450.14, and we are now happy 
to inform you that, without touching the 
cash handed to“us, we are able to-pass over | 

«, to our successors the additional sum of 
$s,131.82,' The incoming directors there- 
fore will have.a credit cash balance of. 
$11,581.96 to start with, . ata 

Our success in showing such a creditable 
balance is principally due to the gencrosify 
of Mr. Ho Ngok Lau in placing the Chung 
Hing Theatre at-our disposal for'9 days and 
nights for (theatrical performances, not only! 

. free. of rent and foregoing the wages for the 
Staff of the Theatre, but: also contributing 
himself $300 towards thé fund. ch 

‘The , performances realized. the handsome 
sum of $7,966,39 neti. We are indebted lo’ 
all those. Hentlemén who so ‘cheerfully 
volunteered their services ins helpings us to 
attain this result, and to. the generous and 
charitabic members of our community for 
their liberal donations. | ‘ 

. NEW WARDS, 

The Ko Forig’ Wards, the. reconstruction 
of which, had Naan started by our pre- 
‘decessors, was completed and opencd for the 

, admission of patients on the 2st day of May 
 dast.’ The.building consists of 9 wards with 
, 6§ beds. There is also a paddcd ward in the 

basement for delirious patients. As this 
building is ‘secluded from the. others, and, is 
situated in a quieter locality, we’ have re- 
served, as was. originally intended, four 
wards for plague paticnts, two for mates and. 

. ‘two for females. : 

. HUGE ‘FOR THE DESTITUTE. 

The refuge for the kidnapped and destitute, 
which is:located behind the Ko Fong Wards, 
was also completed and opened, for the 
admission of inmates on the 29th July last, 

. Tt’ was :found necessary, in’ order to prevent 
. “accidents . and esca to -enclose ‘the 
verandahs and. balconies with iron railings. 
The unfortunate persons, who are housed in 

. this. refuge,, now find. a comfortable home 
luring their enforced, and temporary. sojourn’ 

in this Colony, instead’ of having. to. seek 
shelter under. the’ verandahs, as: hey’ have 
“had to. do in the past, when the spare accom. 
modation of ‘the 'Tung Wa Mospital was 
Hinsuflicient to house them all.. The Hospital 
proper is at the same time relieved: of the 
annoyance, to “both patients and servants, 
caused by the necessity of. considering. them 
at all. For the’ constructian of the Ko 
Fong Wards ani the refuge, our predecessors 


had set aside the stim of $32,407.47, and as! 


the cost had cxceeded the amount reserved, 
we had to transfer from the Smafl-pox 
Hospital fund (which will be referred to 
* hereafter) the.sum of $1,472.87 to cover the 
deficit, a 
SMALL-POX HOSPITAL. 4 
The Small-pox, Hospital at Yaumati, the 


construction of which was also, commenced , 


during our predecessors’ term of office, was 
completed two months ago and is now ready. 
. for oceupation., It. contains 2 wards with 
to beds in each. . It is now,: therefore, not 
“mecesgary to carry smallpox patients from 
-the other'side of the harbour to. the Kennedy 
Town Hospital; they can be treated on the 
spot, which‘ is ‘not pnly a. great convenience

A set of 
surgical instruments. and an operating table 
were presented by us, the ‘old instruments 
having becn found to be incomplete and 
obsolete. Important operations, which had 
hitherto been performed at the Government 
Civil Hospital,.can now therefore by carried 
on in the Tung Wa. Hospital. °. A trained. 
certificated nurse his been cngaged to loots 
after female patients, and’ especially, con-

‘" "CHINESE, DISPENSARY, ‘ 

The Qhinese, Dispensary. in the “Hospita 
has been .run practically on’ the lines laid 
down by our predecessors, except that the

Guild; was ‘carried on by the directors them- 
selves, the Drugs’, Guild vassisting us. with 
their advice in the purchase of “medicines 
only, . To 'superintend the giving out of free 
medicines to out-patients, 9 special man was 
putin charge, [am pleased-to report’ that a 
small. saving has ‘been effected.on the dis- 
pensary accoont. with these minor innova-

: * INCREASED GOVERNMENT GRANT... 

We have. to -récord’our thanks and grati- 


tude’ to the Government: for having granted |. 


the. Tung Wa Hospital’ an’ increased ‘grant 
for European medicines on .an application 
for an. increase ,made by our predecessors. 
In June last, we received the grateful intima 
tion that. the Government had been pleased to 
increase the ‘grant. from: $1,500 to $2,500. 
This increased grant has enabled us to draw 
all. our supplies of foreign medicines. from 
the Government Civil Hospital, and saved us 
the cost of purchasing: a. big quantity every 
year from focal dispensaries, which -had to 
be done. in former years. 
3 <THE. LAUNDRY, ‘ 
The laundry, in the Hospilal has. been 
further enlarged and improved upon, .with 
the result that all, linen’ and bedding of 
in-patients are now ‘washed on, the! Hospital 
premises and not by private laundries as in 
former years: . The risk of dissemination of 
infectious diseases is this prevented. 
CONDITION OF .BUILDINGS. | 
During our term of office, the main Tung 
Wa Hospital. buildings, including. the New 
Street Extension and the Small-pox Hospital 
in, Kennedy Town, as well’ as the Mortuary 
in Sandy Bay, were maintained in ‘thorough 
repair, and Kept in good colidition, “ 
BOOKKEFPINO, : 
. The system of bookkeeping was carried ‘on 
inder exactly the same system:as. our pre- 
‘decessors, and the items -wero. all parti- 
cularized, instead of ‘being lumped together. 
All monthly, returns were: audited. by two, 
Directors, other than the President and the 
vice-Presidents, who acted as. Treasurers. 
1 THR STAFF. Pit Ae 
During the carly part of the year’ Dr. Lam 
severed: his connection. withthe ‘Hospital, 
having gone into private practice. His place 
, was taken over by Dre To-in conjunction 
with :his. own ‘duties as Resident Surgeon, 
This .combination of duties resulted. in a 
saving of $120 a month without prejudicing 
the efficiency of the work of the Hospital,
